A LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 


AN IRISH SOCIETY FORMED. 

A meeting of the Preliminary Committee of 
ihe Irish Society formed to promote the 
organisation of a League of Nations was held 
in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, on Friday after- 
noon last.

A memorandum erplaining the origin and 
aims of the Society was submitted, in whieh it 
was stated that the object of the Society was 
promote the formation of a League of 
Nations upon the general principles embodied 
by President Wilson in his public declarations 
and endorsed by the leading statesmen of Euro. 
pean countries. t was intended that the 
Society should conduct in Ireland a similar pro- 
paganda to that now being carried on by the 
league of Nations Society in Great Britain 
and the Leacue to Enforce Peace in America, 


and that the Society should co-operate with 
(hese and similar Societies in other European 
countries 


The definite proposals : ibn itted embrace the 
immediate formation. of national tribunals to 
develop a code of international law, to be ad- 
ministered by a League of Nations Court armed 
with the power to enforce its decisions; the 
formation of an International Council of Con- 
ciliation to deal with non-justifiable disputes; 
that the League should have power to limit 
national armament to the necessities of pre- 
serving civil © r; to determine what com- 
munities shall exercise national rights, and to 
decide the territorial limits of national govern- 
ment. Jt was believed that such a echeme of 
jnternational organisation would render secret 
international agreements :nposmble, remove the 
danger of economic wars between nations, and 
lead to the universal abolition of compulsory 
military service.

It is earnestly to be desired that the settle- 
ment which they will submit to the judgment of | 
their fellow-countrymen may be an equitable | 
and an enduring one, not one which it may un- 
happily be a duty of national honour, as well as 
of sound policy, for the country to reject. 


DR. O'DEA AND RAIDS FOR ARMS. 
The Bishop of Galway and Kilmacduagh says : 
he recent raids for arms are of such a kind 
as to lead one to fear that they may recur. It 
is, therefore, a duty to point out their at 
sinfulness before God. I feel sure that as Irish 
Catholics, the raiders have no desire to rebel 
against God. Yet, the truth is that every 
man who joins in these raids is guilty of a 
gross breach of the Ten Commandments, and 
is, therefore, false to his religion, and a rebel 
xi” God. What ean be more plainly against 
the Ten Commandments than to take unjustly 
what belongs to another, as raiders do, when 
they enter houses, and seize arms to which they 
have not a shadow of a right? And this injus- 
tice against property becomes incomparably 
more guilty because of the Mc “AU má 
sonal violence in violation of the Fifth Com- 
mandment of God. It is bad enough to take « 
man's property, but it is far worse to enter his 
house by on or fraud, to threaten his life, or 
take his life if he resist, or, even if there be 
no threat to life, to destroy the peace and 
security of his mind and home. All this makes 
God angry. and the anger of God will surely 
fall upon these raiders either in this world or 
in the next, unless they repent, and give back 
what they have unjustly taken. et each 
raider, then, ask hi f to-day—Am 1 going to 
lose my soul for ever, because of these raids? 
And em I, because of them, going to rebel 
ageinst my God, Who made me, and Who 
never tires of doing me good beyond conception ° 


PRAYERS FOR THE FIGHTING MEN. 
The Bishop of Clonfert offers sympathy to the 
relatives of the numerous sons of the diocese 
who have given their lives for their belief in the 
cause of right and liberty. May their souls rest 
in peace. He also prays for the safe return of 
their brothers who remain in the sone of 
danger, and he asks all to join with the Pope in 
praying for a lasting Christian peace between 
the nations of a wareick world.
